The force created by the conjunction of 
music and politics can be tremendous. 
Woody Guthrie with unionization, 
Crosby, Stills, Nash and Young with 
Kent State and Johnny Clegg with 
Apartheid exemplify the role popular 
music plays in introducing truth into 
the lair of lies nurtured by so many 
politicians. 

Johnny Clegg is touring the 
world in support of his thirteenth 

-album, CRUEL, CRAZY, BEAUTIFUL 
WORLD. Clegg, a 36 year old South 

/African, leads a racially varied band 

_ called Savuka (Zulu for “we have 

arisen) which merges traditional Zulu 
rhythms and contemporary rock. The 
ability to walk the line between musi- 
cian and social commentator is one of 

Clegg’s gifts. 

At the age of 12 Clegg began to 
learn Zulu music, language and danc- 
ing. As he grew older his love for the 
Zulu people and traditions as well as 
his desire to work for equality led him 
on an odyssey that included a inte- 
grated band called Juluka (Zulu for 
“sweat”), being inducted into three 
Zulu clans and being married ina 
Zulu ceremony. Harassed, arrested 
and at times banned from the air- 
waves in South Africa, Clegg contin- 
ues to this day to champion the con- 
cept of unity through diversity. 

if apartheid ever becomes just a 
memory Johnny Clegg will have had a 


great deal to do with the failing of that . 


system by his refusal to acquiesce and 
his continuing commitment to speak 
out. Politics aside, Clegg will always 
be listened to because his music is so 
good. 


The Comic News caught up with 
Johnny Clegg by phone on his 
tour through New England. 


Comic News: Events in South 
Africa since Nelson Mandela's re- 
lease from prison indicate change 
is beginning to happen there. Are 

' you satisfied with the rate of 
change so far? 

Johnny Clegg: Events as they 
are unfolding now show that South 
Africa’s future is definitely open 
ended. A proposed September con- 
ference was just postponed to 
June. The longer the ANC (African 
National Congress) procrastinates 
the more power they give to new 
emerging political coalitions and 
alliances. 

CN: Is that something you are in 
favor of? 

JC: I don’t mind it. But the issue of 
Nelson Mandela as a figure becomes 
secondary because the country basi- 
cally is going to take on a whole new 
political direction. The role of the 
ANC will become determined by that 
direction instead of the ANC deter- 
mining the political terrain. They will 
be in a position where they are react- 
ing to new events all the time. 

CN: So Nelson Mandela was the 
flashpoint to get it started? 

JC: I think that’s the way things are 
going to go on if, as I say, this procras- 
tination doesn’t stop. I think PAC 
(Pan African Congress) has a growing 
militant following among black youth. 
There are so many different dynamics 
happening at the moment and so 
many different possibilities. Also, the 
South African Communist Party is 
very well organized and they might 
feel that the ANC is deadwood. 

CN: What effect will 
the realignment of 
the superpowers have 
on South Africa, 
apartheid and the 
political situation? 
JC: I think it weak- 
ens the both the ANC 
and the Communist 
Party tremendously. 
The realignment has 
taken away the valid- 
ity of those move- 
ments because their 
funding and their

Do you think some- 
thing like this is in store for South Africa? 
JC: I think we have a decidedly different 


. kind of situation numberswise. In Amer- 


ica you had more of a moral white major- 
ity trying to enforce a moral decision on 
behalf of a black minority. You have a 
black majority in South Africa which is 
working the moral issue against a white 
minority that is now split for and against 
the change. I think there’s a slight differ- 
ence there. 

CN: From your perspective as a 

South African, what is your sense 


of the state of racial equality in

Health Masks 


The Czechoslovak news 
agency CTK reported that 

C= most children in the far 
northeast corner of the country will 
go to school equipped with anti-pol- 
lution masks as of November 5. The 
region is one of the most polluted in 
central Europe, and 23,000 masks 
have been supplied free to its chil- 
dren to protect their lungs from 
sulphur dioxide and dust emitted by 
local coal-burning power stations. 
The number of children affected by 
respiratory diseases there is said to 
be three to four times higher than in 
the rest of the country. 


Still Alive 


Two Manchurian tigers, 
net thought to have become 

extinct in the Chinese wild, 
were found living in the northeast of 
the country. Three forest workers 
observed a young tiger at play with 
his mother on the northern slope of 
Mount Changbai in Jilin province. 
China was estimated to have had 
more than 80 of the tigers in the late 
1960s, but deforestation and poach- 
ing of their prey has brought the 
number downto an endangered few. 


Redoubt Slumbers 


Alaska’s Redoubt Vol- 
A cano, which ended aregu- 
lar eruptive phase six 
months ago, began steaming and 
emitting small amounts of ash. Vol- 
cano observers carefully referred to 
the activity as “steaming events,” 
rather than eruptions. The steaming 
began with the season's first snow in 
August, but only in recent days have 
the plumes borne ash.

There was another round of flash 
flooding in southern Bangladesh 
when severe thunderstorms brought 
the Meghna and Tatulia rivers over 
their banks. In the district of Bhola, 
15,000 people were stranded by the 
rising waters, and about 800 acres 
of crops were washed away. 


Atlantic Storm 


High winds and torrential 
rains from a trans-Atlantic 

storm battered the British 
Isles and northeastern Europe. Six 
people died in southern England 
when two cars collided during one of 
the downpours. Parts of Northern 
Ireland were inundated, and rivers 
burst their banks, sweeping away 
three bridges. The main Belfast high- 
way was Closed by the storm. 


Tropical Storms 


Hurricane Trudy dissipated 

off Baja California after 

churning the Pacific for two 
weeks. November 1 marked the end 
of the hurricane season in the Atlan- 
tic, Caribbean, and Gulf of Mexico 
but was the official beginning of the 
tropical cyclone season in Australia 
The 1990 hurricane season left the 
U.S. mainland free of any significant 
tropical storm damage.
